Documents D1 and D2 disclose compounds which structurewise are quite different than 
those claimed in this application.

Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses (cf. claiml ) a family of compounds from which the subject-matter of claim 1 
differs in that the core cycle is a phenyl instead of a pyrrole. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may therefore be regarded as to 
provide novel compounds useful as fungicides. 

From the technical teachings of D1 the skilled man would not expect that by replacing a 
pyrrole by a phenyl the overwhole molecule would still possess fungicidal properties. 
The subject matter of claims 1-10 fulfill the requirements of article 33.3 PCT
